Me to give a list of her accomplishments is not fully to 
appreciate the great legacy of this woman. In addition 
to being a teacher and performer, Greta was an inspiration, 
a musical torch-bearer, an ideal. To fear about her, one was 
impressed by all the people she had met and the links she had with 
an earlier, golden age of music making. To know her was 
to realize she was not at all interested in nostalgia but in what was 
happening in music right now. She valued the many awards and 
honours she received, but the greatest gift you could give to Greta 
was to phone her, tell her you were working on a piece of music 
and ask if you could come round and play or sing it for her. 

Greta’s remarkably simple, direct and learned approach to 
music made her many great friends. World-renowned performers 
would visit her whenever they came to Toronto. Legions of 
Canada’s finest musicians had close ties to her. And yet her 
closest relationships seemed to remain those she had forged all 
those years ago with the spirits of Schubert, Schumann, Goethe, 
Schiller and all the other great composers and poets who created 
the repertoire that Greta served so faithfully.
